truly regal host and hostess are here sketched 
as they stood, with their eldest son and daughter, 
in the palm-decked Louis Seize Drawing-room, 
and cordially received their multi - costumed 
guests—making amends, so to speak, for the 
marked absence of a Royal Court from London.

OSMAN DIGNA WATCHFUL. 


The Correspondent of the ‘‘ Central News” at 
Souakim informed us that on Friday morning, 
Jan. 4, “ten of the enemy’s horsemen, together 
with three men on camels and four spear- 
men on foot, approached within 600 yards of 
one of our vedettes, evidently with the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether any British troops 
had been left in Souakim. The vedette fell back 
until joined by a mounted patrol and some 
Egyptian troopers, led by Lieutenant Beech, of 
the 21st Hussars. Seeing that they were out- 
numbered, the enemy slowly retired, firing as 
they went. Our men replied with their rifles, 
but without inflicting any loss upon the enemy. 
The Arabs finally retreated at a smart pace 
towards Handoub, after having fired about sixty 
rounds at an average range of 1000 yards. Our 
artillery in the fort on the Handoub road fired 
two shells at-the enemy without perceptible 
effect. 
town.” 


REDUCTION OF THE GARRISON. 


We learnt from the same Correspondent last 
Saturday that “The garrison of Souakim has 
been further and seriously weakened by the 
departure of the 10th Soudanese Regiment. 
These gallant Blacks left this morning for Suez, 
whence they will be distributed for garrison 


¿The firing caused some alarm in the 


l duties at Kosseir, Luxor, Assouan, and Man- 
sourah. Their. two British officers — Captain 
Donne, of the Royal Sussex, and Lieutenant E. F. 
David, Royal Marines-—sailed with the regiment. 
A few of the enemy’s cavalry scouts again ven- 
tured to the neighbourbood of our outlying 
positions early this morning, but on observing 
that they had been noticed they retired without 
firing.” 

A DESERTER OR SPY OF OSMAN 
k ' DIGNA. 


One of Osman Digna's lieutenants— avowedly 
a deserter ; possibly, a spy—came into camp at 
Souakim on Saturday last, assuming disgust at 
being punished for chewing tobacco. He reported 
that Osman Digna was in favour of remaining at 
Handoub, but that some. of the Emirs were in 
favour of retreating inland. There were about 
2000 Mahdists now at Handoub—the number 
estimated by General Grenfell upon the basis of 
the reports brought in by spies and deserters. 
Osman's lieutenant repeated the tale sent by his 
chief respecting the capture of Emin Pasha and 
a’white traveller'and the fall of the Equatorial 
provinces. He asserted that Emin at any rate 
was in Khartoum, and was being well treated, 
according to the last reports received by Osman 
from the Mahdi. 


SUNDAY’S ENCOUNTER. 


The “ Central News’ ” Souakim Correspondent 
was our informant that ‘‘a picket of one of the 
Soudanese regiments was engaged, on Sunday, in 
clearing the bush, at a distance of about 400 


yards from our positions, when a party of the 
enemy, consisting of about sixty horsemen, a few 
camelmen, and other fighting-men on foot ap- 
peared with that suddenness which characterises 
the movements of these desert-trained warriors, 
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and attempted to ‘rush’ the little body of 
Egyptians. 

“ Lieutenant Kelly, of the 20th Hussars, who 
was in command of the patrol, promptly dis- 
charged his revolver at the foremost of the 
attacking party, checking their advance and 
clearing the front. This enabled our men to 
form and load, and a well-directed volley from 
their rifles disposed of four of the assailants. 
The others instantly retired. ‘The guns of 
Shatar Fort opened upon them immediately 
after, discharging three shots with great rapicity. 
Almost simultaneously six more were ‘fired 
amongst them from Fort Handoub; and finally 
one splendidly - directed shot from the Racer 
completed the rout of the rebels. 

“Within a few minutes the Egyptian cavalry 
and mounted infantry were with our men and 
pursued the discomfited adventurers into the 
bush. At two o’clock this afternoon 200 prisoners 
were brought in.” 

PROCLAMATION TO THE TRIBES. 


The remainder of the Welsh Regiment left 
Souakim on Monday morning in the steamer 
Hodeidah for Suez, en route to their old quarters 
in Cairo. Eight deserters who left the enemy 3 
vamp during the night arrived here this morning. 
They do not bring any fresh news. 

On Monday afternoon, the Governor-General 
issued a proclamation to the tribes, im which 
he informs them of the line of policy which 
the Government intends to follow in future, 


He assures the tribesmen that, as they 
have been told upon previous Occasions, 
the Government has no intention what- 


ever of asserting authority over them, nor is 
there any wish to impose taxes upon them. All 
that the Government desires is to see the various 
tribes living peaceably together and associating 
among themselves to bring about the revival of 
trade ; but the Government is determined to hold 
Souakim, and if the Dervishes again venture to 
attack they will be driven off as before. The 
Government, however, would prefer to see the 
tribesmen themselves expel the Dervishes. 
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. EVICTION. 
A POOR PEASANT'S PROSPEUT IN IRELAND: E 
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“PITY POOR PAT.” 


REMEMBERING the language of sympathy used by 
Earl Cadogan in the House of Lords when 
speaking of Irish evictions and how to prevent 
them, we own to being astonished and grieved to 
find that the New Year has seen a revival of this 
barbarous practice in Ireland. We print an 
Illustration of a poor Irish family cast out into 
the bitter cold—drawn by Mr. R. Caton Wood- 
ville—in order that the full tide of poor Paddy’s 
misfortune when such a calamity befalls him 
may be realised by the British public. We would 
fain hope that the picture would also have a 
humanising effect upon the callous landlords who 
permit such atrocities to be committed in the 
Sister Isle—land of gallant hearts and sweet 
gentlewomen !

Waen the stormy winds do blow, especially in 
bleak winter time, every Briton finds a warm 
corner of his heart filled with hearty admiration 
for the tough and hardy, simple and brave fisher- 
men who man our life-boats, and nobly proceed 
to the rescue of shipwrecked mariners. Quite 
recently, in the Old. Year, we dwelt upon the 
grand services of the Royal National Life-Boat 
Institution, whose magnificent efforts in the 
cause of humanity merit every encourage- 
ment and support on the part of the rich 
and powerful. In presenting a vivid picture 
of the launch of the Brighton Life-Boat by 
its gallant crew, we cannot do better early in 
this New Year than summarise the praiseworthy 
work performed in 1888 by the 
ROYAL NATIONAL LIFE-BOAT INSTITUTION. 


The life-boat men, ‘‘ always ready, boys; 
ready !” fearlessly launched their light-blue craft 
in heavy seas by day and. by night, and pluckily 
rowed, let the waves run never so high, to the 
rescue of ali sailors in distress. In this way, they

from, humanly speaking as regards a great 
majority of the cases, certain death by drowning. 
Who will not help the cause? There is no purer 
one in tke kingdom. Besides this grand list of 
services, the life - boats were instrumental in 
either helping into safe waters or in saying from 
total destruction 25 vessels. ‘hey also convoyed 
to shore numerous open fishing-boats overtaken 
by gales. In addition to the launches resulting in 
the saving of life or property, the life-boats were 
sent out 159 times, in reply to distress signals, or 
what were belieyed to be such, only to find that 
the signals had been improperly made or that 
the vessels were out of danger. Rewards were 
also granted by the Institution in the year for 
rescuing 174 lives by means of shore - boats, 
fishing-boats, and other means, bringing up the 
number of lives for the saving of which the Society 
has granted rewaxds during 1888 to 791, and to 
34,034 SINCE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 
INSTITUTION IN 1824. 

Every effort is being made by the Committee to 
place on the coast boats possessing the best 
modern improvements, and help is much needed 
to complete this very important work. A large 
number of the Society”s 293 boats have already 
been “improved *” or replaced by others of the 
new type, much to the satisfaction of the life- 
boat crews; but many more new boats must yet 
be built to make the service perfectly efficient, 
and the “ways and means” for the purpose 
siae certainly be forthcoming from the British 
public. sh;

A LONDON FIRE. 
AT THE CENTRAL MEAT MARKET. 


Ws illustrate on our front page a conflagration 
which occasioned much alarm last Sunday even- 
ing in the city of London. The London Central 
Meat Market, West Smithfield, was the scene of 
much consternation on that evening, owing to 
the outbreak of fire at the south-eastern end of 
the Central avenue. The discovery was made by 
one of the night constables, James Newman, who 
saw fire raging in the kitchen on the first floor 
of No. 142, Central-avenue, occupied by Messrs. 
H. S. Fitter and Sons, meat-salesmen. He at 
once communicated with Sergeant Hartopp and 
Chief-Constable E. Mears, and the latter 
quickly directed the employment of two 
powerful hydrants in connection with the 
market. ‘The fire was thus prevented from 
spreading in a westerly divection. There hap- 
pened to be a direct “fire alarm” to the 
District Depôt, Clerkenwell, and Superintendent 
Hutchings at once proceeded on a manual to the 
scene of the outbreak, and Mr. Simmonds, the 
active and indefatigable second offcer, quickly 
foliowed from Head-quarters, Southwark Bridge- 
road. Eventually there were seven steam-engines, 
three of the market hydrants and two street 
hydrants, got to work—the firemen directing the 
hose from the galleries in the inside of the build- 
ing, and from the long ladders that were brought 
up and placed on the outside. The Salvage 
Corps, under Mr. Hall, were present in large 
numbers, and succeeded in preserving a quantity 
of stock. From a rough estimate officially 
obtained at a late hour on Monday, the damage 
may be set down at about 160 feet by 100 feet of 
the south-eastern corner of the London Central 
Meat Market partly burnt down and the roof off ; 
and about twenty meat salesmen’s shops, with 
the rooms over them and contents, more or less 
damaged by fire, heat, smoke, and water.

EXTRAORDINARY ESCAPE OF A 
RUSSIAN PRINCESS. 


A TERRIBLE RAILWAY ACCIDENT occurred near 
Charkoff, on Jan. 7, by which Princess Lieven, a 
member of a noble Russian family, narrowly escaped 
instant death. The Princess was crossing the rail- 
way, near the Krasnopavloska Station of the Kursk- 
Azotf line, when the sledge'in which she was driving 
was overtaken by a passing train and smashed to 
pieces. The driver was killed on the spot, having 
both feet cut off by the wheels cf the advancing 
train. The Princess herself fell between the rails, 
where she lay in an unconscious state while the train 
passed over without injuring her. 


THE German corvette Schwalbe, which arrived at 
Zanzibar last Tuesday week, ran aground on & coral 
reef, twenty-five miles south of Zanzibar, On Friday 
se’nnight. The German Admiral was on board. "he 
steamer was going eleven knots when she struck very 
heavily upon the reef. Upon application of ihe 
German Admiral, the British hired despatch-boat 
Woodcock, under Lieutenant Walter, at once pro- 
ceeded from Zanzibar to assist the Schwalbe; and 
she was eventually towed off by the Leipsig and 
Woodcock, after being thirty-four hours on the reef, 
and being much lightened of coal and ammunition.

The usual Christmas dole of coal was distributed 
at the end of last week on the Leicestershire estates 
of Lord Donington, upwards of 100 tons having been 
given away at Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Castle Doning- 
ton, and Breedon-on-the- Hill. 

Mr. Ritchie, President of the Local Government 
Board, who has been detained in town in connection 
with the arrangements for the County Council elec- 
tious, left for the South of France on Monday morn- 
ing, aud will be absent during the month. 

President Carnot, accompanied by Count Miinster, 
the German Ambassador to France, and several other 
personages of distinction, on Monday went on a 
hunting expedition to Rambouillet. 

Count Hatzfeldt, the German Ambassador to 
London, returned to Berlin from Friedrichsruh on 
Monday, where he had been on a visit to Prince 
Bismarck. 

"he reception of Professor Geffcken on his.return 
from Hamburg was most enthusiastic. He received 
on Monday more than a hundred congratulatory 
telegrams. 

Professor Elgar, Director of Dockyards, visited 
Portsmouth on Monday to inspect the programme 
for this year’s work in the dockyard, which includes, 
it is said, the laying down of a battle-ship one and a 
quarter the size of the Trafalgar, which is already 
the largest ship in the service. ‘The visit also had 
refereuce to toe fitting out of the ships for this 
year’s mobilisation, the largest of which are the 
Anson, Howe, Camperdown, Collingwood, Inflexible, 
and lero. 

The first step towards strengthening the defences 
at the entrances to the Rivers Thames and Medway 
was taken on Monday in the mounting of a new 
10in. 29-ton breechloading gun upon the Centre 
Bastion, Sheerness, which immediately faces the 
estuary of the two rivers. 

On Monday an important memorandum wasissued 
from the War Office, pointing out to Generals com- 
manding districts that the recent Royal Warrant for 
the Reorganisation of the Commissariat and Trans- 
port Staff has quite changed the conditious under 
which the Army has hitherto been provided with 
supplies and transport. By the new warrant the 
executive duties of supply and transport are made 
the regimental duty of the new Army Service Corps, 
aud the administrative duties connected with the 
service are to be performed under direct supervision 
by officers of the staff. 

Mr. Stuart Wortley, M.P., spoke last Monday 
night at a meeting in Govan, in support of Sir John 
Pender. Mr. Wortley said he had just come from 
London to say that the Ministry of Lord Salisbury 
favoured the candidature of Sir John Pender, and are 
anxious that he should be returned to Parliament for 
Govan. Sir John’s candidature represented the 
Unionist canse. 

Several public meetings were held on Monday in 
support of candidates for the County Council of 
London. One to promote the candidature of the 
Earl of Rosebery for the City of London was pre- 
sided over by the Rev. W. Rogers, of Bishopsgate. 
Lord Rosebery, who addressed the meeting, strongly 
deprecated the introduction of party politics to in- 
fluence the votes at the approaching elections. 

Ata meeting held on Monday, under the presi- 
dency of the Mayor (Mr. G. H. Peter), the Windsor 
'Town Council authorised the payment of the £2000 
guaranteed by the Corporation towards the expenses 
of the show which the Royal Agricultural Society 
intends holding next Midsummer in Windsor Park.

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SHIPPING CASUALTIES.

The Braemar was a good deal damaged, and 
anchored in the Yarmouth Roads. 

While the steamer Maranhense, of the Red 
Cross Line, was proceeding down the Mersey on 
Monday, bound for South America, she collided 
with the inward-bound steamer Cyfarilita, of 
Cardiff, which immediately commenced to sink. 
The crew were taken off, and she was towed to 
the beach, where she sank. A fortnight previously 
the Maranhense collided with the Manx steamer 
Snaefell, and had to put back to dock in the 
Mersey. 

Distressing tales of shipwrecks, almost cx- 
clusively of sailing vessels, continue to arrive 
daily from the Black Sea. Hundreds of lives 
have been lost during the past fortnight. The 
winter in Constantinople and the neighbourhood 
is exceptionally severe. 


KING HUMBERT TO LORD 
DUFFERIN. 


Tue Marquis of Dufferin presented to King 
Humbert his credentials as British Ambassador. 
King Humbert, in reply, intimated his satisfaction 
at the present relations between the two natious, and 
expressed the hope that he might again see Queen 
Victoria in Italy. His Majesty also spoke in very 
warm terms of the Empress Frederick of Germany, 
and concluded by declaring that he regarded the 
appointment of such an illustrious personage as the 
Marquis to the post of British Ambassador as a fresh 

roof on the part of Queen Victoria of friendship 


towards Italy.

Here Jenkins confessed to having 
enticed the girl to his studio at Godalming, and, 
having committed a criminal assault, strangled 
her. The police on proceeding to the studio 
found the body of Miss Joy as stated.

Mr. J. W. Craven, the solicitor 
acting for William Barrett, the man arrested on 
suspicion of having murdered the boy John Gill, 
applied on Monday to the Magistrates to be 
furnished with a copy of the depositions taken in 
the case.

‘The signals situated 
a couple of hundred yards or so down the line 
were against this train, but the fog was so dense 
that they were not discerned by the driver. A 
violent shock was, of course, immediately ex- 
perienced by the passengers in both trains, but 
the most serious effects were felt in the first 
coach of the train standing at the platform, 
which was jammed so violently against the heavy 
engine standing in front as to be thrown partly 
off and across the metals. Several passengers 
were injured; but we trust they have now quite 
recovered. 
DEATH OF A FOG SIGNALMAN. 

On Jan. 3 Mr. W. P. Morrison held an inquest 
at the Railway Hotel, Norwood Junction, respect- 
ing the death of Stephen Gurr, a fog signalman, 
who met his death on New Year’s Day, near the 
Goathouse Bridge, Norwood Junction. The 
jury returned a verdict of accidental death, add- 
ing a rider to the effect that they were astonished 
at the number of hours deceased had to work, 
and requested the Coroner to report the matter to 
the Home Office. 

DROWNED IN THE CANAL. 

Fog prevailed in the country. On Jan. 3, the 
bodies of a young couple named Richard Walters 
and Fanny Cornock were found in the canal at 
the Nine Locks, near Stourbridge. They had 
gone for a walk together, and it is supposed that 
in consequence of the dense fog they fell into the 
canal and were drowned. 

A MERSEY COLLISION. 

Liverpool was obscured by a very dense fog. 
On the same day, a passenger-steamer, plying 
between Liverpool and the Cheshire side, came 
‘Into collision with a barque at anchor, both 
being considerably damaged. There was great 
excitement among the passengers, several of 
whom jumped on board the barque. The dead 
body of a man was found in the Mersey Graving 
Dock. There were similar casualties in the fog 
at Glasgow. The dead body of James McCafferty, 
a private watchman, was found in Monkland 
Canal Basin, Glasgow. Quite near was also 
found the dead body of Robert Low, a clerk, 
aged sixty-six, residing in Castle-street, Glas- 
gow. It is supposed that Low was drowned 
when attempting to rescue McCafferty. 


MEETING IN HYDE PARK. 


Last Monday afternoon a meeting of the unem- 
ployed took place in front of the Achilles statue, 
Hyde Park, after an ineffectual attempt had been 
made to hold it round the base of the new Welling- 
ton statue at Hyde Park-corner. A large force of 
police was present, and those in charge expostulated 
with the leaders for speaking at such aninconvenient 
place. They replied that they had previously been 
allowed to speak there. The names of several of the 
more prominent persons present were taken by the 
police, and the meeting was then allowed to proceed. 
Strong speeches were delivered, especially denouncing 
the police for breaking up a procession of the unem- 
ployed on Christmas Eve, and a resolution was 
adopted expressing sympathy with the working 
classes, and calling upon the authorities to undertake 
a scheme for the erection of artisans’ dwellings, with 
the view to finding employment for the unemployed. 
It was announced that another meeting would be 
held in front of the Royal Exchange.

Ick ACCIDENTS. 


A boy named Frith, aged eighteen, while skating 
on Saturday on a deep pit near the railway station 
at Radcliffe, Lancashire, was drowned. 

Four gentlemen, skating on Chingford Lake on 
Saturday, fell through the ice. A dense fog pre- 
vailed at the time. ‘Three of the party succeeded in 
struggling to the bank; the otier, a Mr. John 
Douglas, of Stamford-hill, was drowned. 

Thomas Gaskell, aged fourteen, of West Houghton, 
near Bolton, was on Sunday drowned in a pond on 
which he was sliding. His brothers had endeavoured 
to dissuade him from going upon the ice. 

George Boyce, aged sixteen, of 3, St. Barnabas- 
terrace, Merton-road, Wandsworth, fell through the 
ice on a piece of water in South Fields, while skating 
on Sunday.
